Bitter protests over reductions in

Commissioner George F. Longino,

The total decrease in the salary 
budget in the four departments 
amounted to $23,670, but the net 
decrease will be only $17,670 owing 
to the increase of $6,000 granted to 
the public works department.

Chamberlain Tells House

LONDON, Dec. 19.—(#)—Great 
Britain’s house of commons, tossed by 
a tempest of bitter and pleading words, 
rallied a rousing majority behind Stan- 
ley Baldwin’s government tonight in 
the face of the prime minister’s avow- 
ed “mistake” on African peace. 

In a midnight ballot, the United 
Kingdom’s chosen legislators rejected, 
397 to 165, a labor motion of censure 
for the government’s part in the dis- 
credited Anglo-French plan to end the 
War in Africa by territorial conces- 
sions to a fighting Italian Duce. 

Thus Baldwin’s tory party, victor 
by thumping margins in genera] elec- 
tions held only last month, ended 12 
hours of drama by beating down an 
opposition attempt to brand the cab- 
inet with “disgracing the nation.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(2)— 
Southern farmers pocketed almost 
twice as much money this year as in 
1932. 

The Agriculture Department _ re- 
ported today the farm value of prin- 
cipal crops in the 10 leading cotton 
states was $1,578,493,000, nearly dou- 
ble the 1932 figure of $847,347,000, 
and about $17,375,000 ahead of last 
year. 

Cotton farmers, in addition to their 
crop returns, will receive price ad- 
justment payments this year which 
the farm administration estimated 
would total $50,000,000, plus 3123,- 
000, in rental and benefit checks 
under the cotton control program. 

The 1935 farm value of cotton belt 
crops increased despite declines in 
four of the 10 states. The largest 
advances were made in Texas and 
Oklahoma, hard hit by the drouth in 


+ 1934. 


Georgia experienced the best zrow- 
ing season of all the states, with 4 
combined per acre yield’ ~f important 
crops this year 29.6 per cent above 
the 10-year average. South Caro- 
lina was second with yields 29.1 per 
cent above the average, and Alabama 
third with 26.3 per cent.

each person to be served. (The weight | 
means undrawn weight, with the head | 
and feet on as displayed in most mar- | 
kets.) Ask your butcher not to cut | 
through the skin near the neck to re- | 
move the crop. He will draw it all | 
from the lower incision, if you re 
quest it. Your turkey will be much | 
improved in appearance as a result. | 

Remove the neck—cut down the 
back of the neck, loosen the skin from | 
it. With a sharp knife cut through 
the muscles at the base of the neck. 
Wrap the neck with a paper towel, 
eg firmly, then twist to break it 

00 

Wash, dry, season, and stuff the 
turkey. Close the incision by lacing 
string around toothpicks which have 
been used as skewers to hold the cut 
edges together. Stuff the breast, then 
draw the skin of the neck back. Se- 
cure it with a skewer through the 
backbone. After the bird is roasted, 
all string may be removed quickly 
by pulling out the skewers and tooth- 
picks. 

To determine how long turkey is to 
be roasted, allow 25 minutes to the 
pound and 25 minutes extra for plac- 
ing the bird in a cold oven. 

Cauliflower and Mushrooms. 

Parboil the cauliflower. Drain, 
Make a white sauce. Add mushrooms, 
canned or fresh ones that have been 
pan fried. Mix with the cauliflower, 
turned into a buttered casserole, then 
cover with buttered crumbs. Make the 
cream sauce thick. Do not use a 
large quantity—just enough to give 
the mixture a little moisture, 

Perfection Salad. 4 

One-half cup diluted vinegar, 2 cups 
boiling water, 1 teaspoon salt, 1-2 cup 
sugar, 2 tablespoons gelatin, 1- table- 
spoons gelatin, 1-2 cup cold water, 1 
cup cabbage, shredded finely; juice of 
1 lemon, 2 cups celery, diced, 1-2 cup 
Sweet green pepper.

Cranberry Relish. 

Four cups cranberries, 2 oranges, 1 
lemon, 2 cups sugar. 

Wash and pick over cranberries. 

Wash oranges and lemon, cut in 
eighths. Run all through your food 
grinder. (Do not peel the oranges and | 
lemon.) Stir in the sugar. Store in a) 
covered container in your refrigerator. | 

Open-Face Mince Pie. | 

This pie may be made in advance. | 
It is delicious! Bake, cool, then store | 
in a cool place. Put about 2 cups 
mince meat into an unbaked pie shell. 
Pare, core, and cut into eighths 3 tart 
apples. Place each wedge edge of 
apple down on mincemeat. Over ap- 
ples sprinkle 1-2 cup brown sugar 
mixed with 2 tablespoons flour and 
1-4 teaspoon cinnamon. Dot with 
butter. Bake at 400 degrees to 450 
degrees for 45 minutes. Reheat be- 
fore serving, or serve cold if preferred.

TOBE ASSASSMATED 


Will Not Leave Country 
Despite Expulsion From 
Party. 


MEXIOO OITY, Dec. 19.—(P)— 
General Plutarco Elias Calles’ state- 
ment “they may assassinate me,” fo- 
cused attention tonight on a huge 
demonstration against the former pres- 
ident which Merican labor leaders 
have called for Sunday. 

Fifty thousand organized workers 
are scheduled to participate in the 
mass protest against Calles’ return 
to the country from which he de- 
parted last spring because of what 
he termed President Lazaro Cardenas’ 
“marathon of radicalism.” 

Bitter attacks on Calles by labor 
leaders organizing the demonstration, 


and the declaration of the newspaper 
La Presna that “the government may 
be unable to give Calles guarantees” 
of safety, caused speculation and ex- 
pectancy over Sunday’s possible de- 
velopments, 

Most guards had been withdrawn 
from Calles’ home, only a mile from 
the center of the city, and if the 
demonstrators marched there they 
would fina the former president vir- 
tually unprotected unless the govern- 
ment took precautions,

Explaining the expulsion of the for- 
mer “Iron Man” and other prominent 
members from the national revolution- 
ary party, Emilio Portes Gil, president 
of the party, declared they were trai- 
tors to the revolution. 

The expelled persons, Portes Gil 
added, were “members of an almost 
hereditary financial oligarchy which 
they maintained for the conservation 
of their interests, employing the force 
of government for the centralization 
of public wealth in the hands of a few 
men.” 


‘PLT DECISION’ LOOMS 


IN TVA COURT RULING 


High Court Justices Fire 
Questions at Prosecuting 
Attorneys at Ruling. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—(4)— 
New speculation over “split decision” 
possibilities emerged today from ques- 
tions fired from the supreme court 
bench during argument of the Tennes- 
see Valley Act’s constitutionality. 


Fourteen minority stockholders of 
the Alabama Power Company are 
asking the high tribunal to rule that 
TVA exceeded its authority in acquir- 
ing transmission lines to sell sur- 
plus electricity to municipalities. 

After justices usually regarded as 
“liberal” had sharply examined Forney 
Johnston, lawyer for the stockholders, 
on their right to bring suit in fed- 
eral courts, others regarded as “con- 
servative” challenged John Lord 
O’Brian, special TVA council, to de- 
fend government competition with pri- 
vate utilities in the sale of power. 

The only member of the court who 
refrained from questioning’ either 
counsel was Justice Roberts, some- 
times referred to as the tribunal’s 
“enigma.” He voted with the “‘liberals” 
in the gold case decisions, with the 

“conservatives” in another 5-4 de- 
cision which invalidated the railroad 
pension act. 

Roberts also was silent during argu- 
ment of the constitutionality of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act Decem- 
bere 9, when inquiries considered 
“nointed” by many observers were 
fired at Solicitor-General Stanley 
Reed. Those familiar with court pro- 
cedure, however, warn that questions 
from the bench can never be taken as 
positive indication of a justice's views. 

Johnston had hardly begun his ar- 
guments against the federal power 
“vardstick’’ in the Tennessee Valey 
when Justice Brandies interrupted to 
inquire on what “allegation” and 
“court findings” the lawyer was rely- 
ing in saying rights of the minority 
stockholders had been threatened. 

When Johnston replied that lower 
courts had declined to hear testimony 
on the valuation of transmission lines 
TVA contracted to buy from the pow- 
er company, Brandies interposed : 

“T am still struggling with the 
question on whether you have a right 


to complain.”

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COUNTY SALARY CUTS. 
BRING QUICK PROTEST 
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said the total pay roll of Fulton 
county in 1935 was $1,824,578, while 
under the new schedule it will be 


$1,808,726 for 1936. 

Commissioner Longino and Com- 
missioner J. A. Ragsdale opposed the 
reductions as proposed and voted, in 
the tentative schedule, by the three 
majority members of the commission, 
Dr. Charles R. Adams, chairman; 
Edwin F Johnson and Ed L. Al- 
mand. 

Retrenchment Pledged. 

“The majority bloc pledged itself 
to a program of retrenchment after 
two grand juries investigated them 
and now, when the time comes to 


retrench, they cut the budget by a. 
mere $17,000,” Longino said. | 
“IT think the expenses of the coun-| 
ty should be reduced, but this cut} 
hits at the employes in the lower) 
brackets and it affects the depart-| 
ments which have been hit hardest | 
since the depression. | 
“Tt is just a political jugggling and | 
the reductions are merely political 
blows struck by the majority mem- 
bers of the county board,” he said. 

J. Simmons, clerk of the su- 
perior court, whose budget was heavr- 
ily reduced, said he would recom- 
mend to the commissioners this morn- 
ing that his department receive the 
same in 1936 as in 1935. 

Five Full Salaries. 

The amount cut from his alloca- 
tion represents the total salaries of 
three deputy clerks he fired because 
of political differences, another who 
resigned, and a woman clerk who was 
transferred to another department. 

The superior court cl«rk declared it 
was necessary to the good service of 
his office to the public to have the 
vacancies refilled and today it is ex- 
pected he will demand of the com- 
missioners that they authorize the re- 
placements. Sommons previously re- 
quested the replacements but the com- 
missioners at that time deferred 
action. 

Likewise, the reduction of the sher- 
iff’s allocation represents for’ the 
most part the salaries for positions 
now vacant. Deputies asserted, how- 
ever, that the office is running with 
a slim staff and extra help is needed 
in order to render proper service. 

No particular reason was given for 
the reduction in the juvénile court 
budget allocation. 

Means Future Expense. 

Judge Garland M. Watkins, of the

A day previous, Miss 
Ware, unwed domestic, gave birth to 
a son, which she permitted to be 
taken from her for adoption. 

Seeking to regain her child, she 
filed the suit in which she alleged 
Mrs. Muench's child was her son. 
Fler contention was upheld by the 
court.

Utilities in Decatur Case 
Claim Georgia Tribunal 
Refused Instructions. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 19.—(/)— 
Asserting the Georgia supreme court 
refused to follow instructions of the 
United States supreme court, utilities 
operating at Decatur, Ga., asked the 
federal tribunal today to review again 
their protest against paying for pav- 
ing between street car tracks, 

Attorneys for the utility companies 
complained that the state court judg- 
ment on September 30 merely affirmed 
its previous ruling, while the highest 


federal court on April 29 ordered a 


reversal. 


The utilities, Georgia Railway & | 


Electrie Co., Georgia Railway & Pow- 
er (o., and Georgia Power Company, 
hold a franchise for both electric pow- 
er and the street car system in De- 
catur. 

The city paved a street including 
car tracks in 1915 and the utilities 


have resisted paying $15,444 plus in- | 


terest since, 


When the Georgia courts upheld | 
this assessment the utilities petitioned | 
the United States supreme court as-| 


eerting they were denied “equal pro 
tection” and “due process” guaranteed 
by the federal constitution. By a six- 
to- three opinion last April the highest 
federal court ‘“‘reversed” the Georgia 


supreme court and ordered “further | 


proceedings not inconsistent” with 


the opinion. 


A new petition asserted the recent | 
Georgia court action was “inconsist- | 
ent’ with the supreme court opinion | 


and that Georgia laws of 1919 and 
1924, providing for special paving a6- 
gessmenta, were unconstitutional. 
Attorneys for Decatur in a simul- 
taneous brief defended the recent 
djeorgia court ruling. They argued 
that the federal opinion merely or- 


dered interpretation of Georgia law, |

WILLKIE ASKS CHANGE 
IN UTILITY STATUTE 
NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—(P)— 
Sweeping modification of the publie 
utility act of 1934 was prtsented to- 
day by Wendell L. Willkie, president 
of Commonwealth & Southern Cor- 
poration, as a means for reviving tke 
lagging durable goods industries by 
opening the flood gates of utility con- 
sfruction. 

Willkie, head of a publie utility 
helding company, spoke before the 
New York Bond Club. 

Prior to the introduétion of the 
present act, Willkie said, he submitted 
a pian to the government whereby, if 
permitted to work under a “reasonable 
regulatory law and freed from govern- 
ment attack and unfair competition,” 
the utilities would undertake to spend 
for capital construction a minimum in 
1935 and 1936 of twice their antitci- 
pated requirementa, 

Such a plan, he said, would have 
created in the first year a minimum 
of $8,.500.000,000 jin business and 
would have put into use a substantial 
part of the excess funds in banks of 
the nation. 

Enactment at the January session 
of congress, he said, of a new law to 
replace the present regulatory act now 
contested in the courts would no more 
than any single move to restore confi- 
dence of American business anc pro- 
mote economic recovery.

Can Badoglio 


Save the Situation? 
Reports that Italy had virtually 


co - 
cluded the conquest of the huge Ethi. 
opian province of Ogaden were a lit- 
tle premature, to say the least. As has 
been foreshadowed in this column from 
the very begining of the war, the 
Ethiopian military forces, such as they 
are, would not come definitely into 
action till the end of November or 
ginning December. This has happened. 
Every foot of ground is now disputed 
and a great deal has been taken back 
by the Ethiopians. That this has pro- 
duced great rejoicing in Addis Ababa 
is natural. The capture of Aduwa 
caused great rejoicing in Rome. Of 
course, there is no question yet of say- 
ing with whom the final decision, the 
final victory, will lie in this war. The 
Italian expeditonary force in Ethiopia 
may be out of breath for the moment 
but it is far from defeated, and nearly 
100,000 men reinforcements are on the 
way, according to what we hear. 

The great point is this: Will Italy 
be able to bear the formidable cost? 
So far the war has cost the people of 
Italy some 8,000,000,000 lire. That’s 
a terrific sum for a country whose 
finances are not in any flourishing 
state. And then, don’t forget, the sanc- 
tions are beginning to make themselves 
felt heavily now. Britain seems deter- 
mined to apply them to the full and 
make it downright impossible for 
Italy to continue her conquest of 
Ethiopia. London thwarts every move 
Italy makes, but has so far refrained 
from taking actual warlike measures. 
But the means to employ these meas- 
ures are on hand. England’s naval 
preparations and military precautions 
are nothing less than astounding. The 
whole Hither East, we might say, is 
one vast armed camp. One trembles to 
think of what would happen if one of 
those tens of thousands of loaded guns 


would go off one of these days. 


Now that General de Bono has been 
recalled—certainly not because the 
Duce was satisfied with his conduct 
of the war—and Marshal Pietro Bad- 
oglio has assumed the post of com- 
mander-in-chief, there will, no doubt, 
be a profound change in the tactique 
employed against the Ethiopians. As 
far as I can make out, General de 
Bono’s error was that he launched his 
troops into Ethiopian territory in ar- 
row-like formation, penetrating the 
territory only at one spot, even though 
that spot be 30 miles wide. He left 
his flanks exposed. This was not by 
any means negligence on his part, but 
to the contrary, it was caution. Gen- 
eral de Bono must have had orders 
surely not to carry the war too close 
to the Sudan and Kenya border, that 
is to British territory. It gave the 
Ethiopian quick-moving hordes of 
warriors an opportunity to slip up 
along General de Bono's side and even 
establish themselves in his rear. 

Marshal Badoglio will follow a dif- 
ferent procedure, and although his ad- 
vance will not be so rapid as de 


Bono’s, it will be on a much broader} 


front. What RBadoglio takes in the 
next few months will be taken for 
good. I expect a new Italian advance 
toward the end of December. This 
will eontinue for about two weeks.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS

PORK WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The largest half of President Roose- 

velt’s PWA policy story was not told. All the President said 
was that he would not again ask congress for a lump sum. He would 
seek specific appropriations for specific projects next year, about half a 
billion dollars’ worth in all.

War ROME.—There are quite 
a few foreigners in Italy 
Rumors. who are going through 
the motions of kicking 
themselves in the trousers because 
they permitted themselves to believe 
that if Italy didn’t get what she want- 
ed in Ethiopia, Mussolini would kick 
up a war with Britain, beginning 
with an attack on the British fleet 
with his airplanes and submarines. 
Mussolini got away with it because 
the British backed down, so there is 
no way of knowing whether he was 
willing to take a desperate chance or 
was only running a bluff. He has 
made some very desperate remarks in 
his orations since his heart was 
touched by the plight of the slaves in 
a land 3,000 miles away, including one 
to the effect that it were fitter for 
Italians to live one day like lions 
than a hundred years like sheep. 
And there is no doubt that he was 
up against it, because, having taken 
a long chance in Ethiopia, he couldn’t 
hope to pull out his army; otherwise 
he’d have to call home the unemployed 
Italian soldiers and civilian laborers 
for whom freight tolls had been paid 
to fight a war of liberation and admit 
he was licked. Italy would have been 
worse off than ever if he had done 
that, and a dictator has held his 
power by always going forward and 
never giving an inch. 


T ig Still, if he had _ tackled 
wpe Big England, the Italian task 
A Task. would have been just too 
big, and the Italian people 
probably won’t realize for some time 
what a beautiful favor the English 
did them when they decided the issue 
wasn't worth fighting for now. 

England’s case is the old story of 
the racketeer who got his and tried 
to turn square but wasn’t allowed to. 
Now the British are involved in the 
Ethiopian job just as deeply as their 
old partner, for they have undertaken 
to do by diplomacy precisely the same 
thing in principle that the Italians 
set out to do by force. 

It’s just as bad to steal one acre 
in Ethiopia by diplomatic action as to 
steal a whole country’ at the point of 
a bayonet, even though the bayonets 
may be carried by hired African troops 
and Italian liberators may generously 
remain in the rear permitting them 
to reap the honors. 

Now that the British have kindly 
offered Mussolini certain portions of 
Ethiopia, the beautiful principle for 
which the League of Nations was will- 
ing to start a world war is repudiated. 
And Mussolini, having been offered so 
much, couldn’t strain the principle 
any worse by demanding more. 


Ballyhoo Certainly these days in 

Rome have been a won- 
Display. derful demonstration of 
the art of ballyhoo and 
controlled public emotion, amounting 
at times to hysteria. The Italian pa- 
pers got orders to give the English 
hell—a system which permits one na- 
tion to heap foul insults upon the 
people of another without putting 
them down in diplomatic correspond- 
ence and without accepting any re- 
sponsibility for them. 


The wedding ring and old gold prop- 
aganda was beautifully handled and 
the firm hand of coercion remained 
invisible, though suspected throughout 
the collection. Of course, all wedding 
rings were turned in voluntarily—the 
most solemn sacrifice that an Italian 
woman can make for her country next 
to the gift of her son or husband— 
but those who remember the subtle 
insistence which characterized’ the 
Liberty Loan campaigns in the United 
States will appreciate the force of 
neighborhood opinion on any woman 
who didn’t much care to give up her 
ring or the priest who would have 
preferred to keep his gold chain. 

There is a curious conflict in the 
propaganda which is heard on every 
side in Italy regarding the character 
of the Italian people. They are, on 
the one hand, a kind and friendly lot 
with pride in their hearts but no trace 
of arrogance, who greet a stranger 
with courtesy and music and would 
much rather be a friend than a foe 
to any man. These characteristics 
are not mere inventions, for a stran- 
ger in the land encounters them on 
every hand, except in the unfortunate 
moments when he speaks American 
and is mistaken for an English pig.

But, then, having explained how 
warm-hearted they are, the Italians 
go on to insist that they are also, in 
their new character under the Duce, 
a warlike people, with great national 
ambitions, who will fight anyone who 
tries to interfere. There is evidence 
of this, too, and no doubt the martial 
spirit extends in diminishing degree 
down into the poor neighborhoods, but 
the fury of patriotism is hottest, as 
always, among the class which pro- 
duces politicians, officers and petty 
executives of state. 

In Rome, the capital, where the 
bureaucrat naturally thrives, this 
ferocity of the white collar element 
is very impressive, and that probably 
is why so many foreigners were con- 
vinced that Italy, though broke, 
wouldn’t hesitate to fight all comers 
in Europe while carrying on another 
major campaign 3,000 miles from 
home. If the Duce was bluffing he 
certainly kept his nerve up to the 
final instant, when a flicker of doubt 
in his voice or eye might have ruined 
him at home and abroad.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Of the inquiries coming to this col- 
umn the proportion referring to cos- 
metics is noticeably smaller than at 
any time for 20 years back. I don’t 
know how to interpret this, but I 
believe it indicates that cosmetics are 
better today than they ever have been 
before, and that one may now dye or 
bleach his hair or tint his complexion 
or use depilatory or rouge or other 
beautifier with a reasonable degree of 
safety. 

Many reports of poisonous or un- 
pleasant results from the use of cos- 
metic nostrums have appeared in med- 
ical literature in the past 10 or 15 
years, and it may be that such oc- 
casional happenings have led some of 
us to regard all such preparations as 
injurious. That is not a fair conclusion 
and it is not smart. 

I used the masculine gender above. 
Of course girls and women are the 
great users of cosmetics or beauty aids, 
but these days an increasing number 
of persons of another sex are indulg- 
ing in permanents, facials ’n’ every- 
thing where formerly they hesitated to 
get a manicure in view of men. 


Man or woman who can _ perhaps 
hold a job longer or get a better 
chance in the world or make a more 
pleasing appearance by the use of any 
such cosmetic artifice, makeup or dis- 
guise would be a ninny if he or she 
failed to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. 

Unfortunately there are still certain 
cosmetic preparations which contain 
dangerous or poisonous chemicals and 
these objectionable items inevitably 
tend to give all cosmetics a bad repu- 
tation, especially as the makers of hon- 
est, high class cosmetics seem to have 
no ethical standard by which to re- 
strain unscrupulous ones. 


There is a need for some sort of ad- 
visory, if not a censoring board or 
commission to set up a code of ethics 
and rules for the guidance of the cos- 
metic industry, a reasonable and sane 
code which will not only remove the 
stigma which has grown up in the 
mind of the medical profession, but 
also give the public the assurance to 
which purchasers of such commodities 
are entitled. : 

Apparently there is an inclination 
on the part of certain self-appointed 
censors to exaggerate the danger in- 
volved in the use of certain question- 
able cosmetic preparations. These un- 
official but aggressive critics sometimes 
give the general public a wrong im- 
pression; they gave me a wrong im- 
pression of various popular cosmetics 
which I have latterly learned are ac- 
tually unobjectionable when properly 
used. Doubtless I passed my bad im- 
pression along to many other persons. 
This is one of the reasons why I think 
a “ezar”’ or a board of counsellors 
should be selected by the cosmetic in- 
dustry itself, and the rulings of this 
authority obeyed in a way which 
would win popular confidence and re- 
spect. 

If I believed my greying hair might 
prevent me from holding or getting a 
job, I’d have my hair dyed even if the 
dye contained lead, which I know is 
a poison, but which I doubt would 
poison me when used in that way.

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 19.—Do you 
remember the fluttering heroine with 
the doorknob eyes? The villain whose 
moustache alone worked a pantomime 
of conspiracy? The handsome blond 
giant who was plainly the heto by the 
way his shirt turned open at the 
throat? 


I do. And very well indeed. But 
the reason why you, of the present 
generation, can’t recall them is be 
cause motion pictures have driven the 
tribe off the stages of the world. 
They’re good only for the burlesque 
show today. And that doesn’t presage 
that, 20 years from now, the actor 
of today will be the object of satire. 

_I believe the stage and screen tech- 
nique of today leaves no room for 
travesty. Acting today is marked by 
the most revolutionary technique in 
the history of the drama. It is re- 
strained, where yesterday it was flam- 
boyant; thoughtful, where it used to 
be sheerly emotional; realistic, where 
it was fantastic. 


_ The chief reason why this genera- 
tion’s acting will not be burlesqued 
by future decades is that it is thought- 
ful acting. 

It isn’t that the actors and actresses 
of yesterday were incapable of fine 
performances. They could and did 
give many. But they would have to 
learn all over again, 

Although I came from the old 
school, I have no nostalgia for it, 
Florid and exaggerated pantomime is 
dead. The little tricks that were so 
dear to the old school simply can’t 
be worked into talking pictures. 

Consider any of the famous theatri- 


cal stars of several decades ago—Nat 
Goodwin, for instance, whom I con- 
sider the world’s greatest all-around 
actor. He would be termed “ham” 
today. There was nothing wrong with 
his acting then. It was fine. But 
the technique of acting has changed. 

There is no set of rules that can 
he put down for an actor to follow. 
There is no longer a specific gesture 
for a certain situation. Gestures, par- 
ticnlarly of the florid variety, are defi- 
nitely had today. 

Possibly the best advice that can 
be given an actor is to eliminate that 
which is bad and the remainder must 
necessarily be good. He should know 
what not to do, rather than just what 
to do. 

Many of our players have learned 
this. They eut out that which is bad, 
and what is left is as good as their 
individual talent, experience and abil- 
ity permit. There are many fine ac- 
tors in Hollywood today. 

In general, the women of the screen 
show more talent and originality in 
their performances than the men. 
This, I think, is largely due to the 
fact that there are actually fewer 
women’s parts than men’s, and ¢ast- 
ing directors therefore have a larger 
number of players to choose from 
when casting a production. 

Then, too, acting is a natural and 
hereditary gift of woman. Consciously 
or not, she is fundamentally an ace 
tress. On the street, in a cafe, or 
at a social function, a woman knows 
she is being observed and acts accord- 
ingly. Usually, she enjoys it and is 
unembarrassed by the gaze of those 
around her. 

On the other hand, men are self- 
conscious, “conceited,” if you will. 
They become ill at ease when the cen- 
ter of attention. 

It is a natural fault, but it has toe 
be overcome before a man can really 
Pact. Many actors betray their self- 
consciousness by little gestures or by 
not knowing just what to do with 
their hands. There are hundreds of 
almost invisible mannerisms that give 
them away to an experienced observer. 
All of these must be eliminated be- 
fore an actor is capable of giving a 
really natural and finished perform- 
ance, while his more fortunate sister 
finds little or no difficulty in learn- 
ing to appear at ease behind the foot- 


lights or before the camera,

Threat of War. 

Hoare said a threatened “irresist- 
ible drift toward a European war 
influenced him to accept terms which 
both he and Laval partly disliked. 

While Baldwin labeled Hoare with 
the nominal blame, he made plain 
he felt the real blame lay at the door 
of secret, “gadabout” diplomacy which 
has grown up in Europe since the 
World War. 


Baldwin's denunciation of the mod- 
ern diplomacy of traveling diplomats 
left some uncertainty as to the fu- 
ture of Anthony Eden, minister for 
League affairs, who in the last year 
or “i has visited most European cap- 
itals. 

Opposition Leader Snell told the 
house of lords:

FRENCH BUDGET CLEARED; 
LAVAL FACES DEFEAT. 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—(4)—France’s 
1936 budget was approved by the 
chamber of deputies tonight, clearing 
the way for possible overthrow of the 
Laval government over the Anglo- 
French plan for peace in Africa. 


It was France’s first paper-balanced 
budget in years and now faces senate 
approval, totaling  40,431,074,137 
francs. 

(The budget for 1935 provided for 
expenditure of 47,817,011,976 francs). 

Parliamentary circles said when the 
budget is safely voted, assuring the 
franc of safety against devaluation, 
Premier Laval’s fall is almost certain 
to result from his agreement with Sir 
Samuel Hoare on the discarded peace 
plan. 


The ordinary budget voted tonight | 


was in addition to a 6,000,000,000- 
franc extraordinary arms appropria- 
tion adopted last week. 

At the same time fear of a possible 
spread of the African war to Europe 
grew. 

In parliamentary and diplomatic 
circles it was said the fall of the 
premier was only a matter of waiting 
until the 1936 budget is voted, since 
this safeguard of the franc from de- 

valuation is considered a pressing 
vba son 

Some political circles expected Laval 
to offer his resignation to President 
Albert Lebrun upon his return from 
Geneva, but said the president un- 
doubtedly would urge Laval to go 
before the chamber of deputies for. a 
showdown on a vote of confidence. 
He may do this December 24, although 
a debate on foreign affairs is not 
scheduled until December 27. 

A new tone of solemnity toward 
Premier Mussolini appeared in the 
press and he was warned against in- 
curring further “reprobation.” 

The conservative Le Temps accused 
Il Duce of “diplomatic errors.” It 
would be vain, the newspaper warned, 
for France to attempt to go farther 
than the Laval-Hoare plan in fulfill- 
ing the task of conciliation. 

Although former Premier Edouard 
Herriot resigned last night as leader 
of the radical-socialist party in order 
to remain in the cabinet, it was said

LEAGUE DISCARDS PLAN 
TO CONTINUE SANCTIONS 


GENEVA, Dee. 19.—(4)—The 
League of Nations, discarding the or- 
phaned Anglo-French peace plan with 
“thanks,” announced tonight: “Sanc 
tions as usual!” 


A League council decision put the 
fragments of the peace proposals defi- 
nitely in a corner and the League's 
sanctions committee of 18, meeting 
briefly, approved the continuance of 
existing sanctions, 

“The League has killed the Franco- 
British proposal and must now take 
the responsibility for what happens,” 
a spokesman for Italy warned. 

The sanctions committee, however, 
took no definite action on the imposi- 
tion of an oil embargo against Italy. 
The members agreed to let curreut 
sanctions run on until after the holi- 
days, at least. 

Members of the League council, in 
a unanimous resolution, instructed the 
committee of 13 to examine the situa- 
tion “as a whole,” at the same time 
“bearing in mind the provisions of the 
covenant.” 


Warring Nations Excluded. 


The committee of 13 is composed of 
all members of the council except the 
parties to the conflict. 

As for the Franco-British proposals 
to give Italy control of sovereignty 
over more than half of Ethiopia, the 
council “thanked” the delegates of the 
two nations but declined “to express 
an opinion in regard to them at 
present.” 

The sanctions committee will keep 
in touch with the council committee of 
13 with the idea of arranging a date 
—possibly January 15—for a discus- 
sion of whether the time is ripe for 
the oil embargo. 

Great Britain’s Anthony Eden, be- 
fore departing for London, made it 
clear to his fellow councilmen that 
any new attempts at conciliation 
meantime should not interfere in any 
way with the operation of existing 
sanctions, 

As the delegates left Geneva, the 


ject was due largely to irresistible 
pressure of world public opinion. 
Confidence Restored. 

Likewise there was a feeling that, 
while peace between Italy and Ethio- 
pia is more distant than ever before, 
there is a definite recovery of confi- 
dence in the League, which for a time 
faced complete shipwreck. 

On the other hand, opponents of 
sanctions pointed out that the clear- 
est result of the whole episode begun 
by Sir Samuel Hoare, of Great 
Britain, and Premier Pierre Laval, of 
France, had been the postponement of 
oil sanctions—if not their abandon- 
ment. 

This, at least, was a clear gain for 
Il Duce, they said. 

Premier Laval returned to Paris 
a bitterly disappointed but unbeaten 
man. 

“Our effort to bring peace must be 
constant,” he told the Associated 
Press, 

The League, meanwhile, received 
reports that current sanciions, espe- 
cially the “buy nothing” boycott, are 
beginning to embarrass Mussolini. 

Although nothing apparently will be 
done about the oil sanction until after 
the first of the year, British delegates 
suggested that experts examine it and 
other possible new sanctions from a 
technical standpoint. 

Geneva got a closeup of the fervor 
of Italian patriotism during the cry. 
Hundreds of Italian women, most of 
them the wives of workmen, deposited 
their gold possessions in a soldier's 
helmet at the fascist headquarters. 

One young Italian rushed in at the 
last moment with the wedding ring of 
his mother, who had died an hour be- 
fore. His mother, he said, desired to 
be buried with a steel ring, symbolic 
of Italian unity against sanctions.

IN SLAYING OF ROBERTS 


Coroner Lays Killing of At- | 
lanta Salesman to ‘Per- 
sons Unknown.’ 


A negro suspect, arrested yesterday 
in connection with the investigation 
of the murder of James Richards Rob- 
erts, 50-year-old Atlanta coffee and 
tea salesman, was released bygdetec- 
tives at 11 o'clock last night. 

Police revealed they had nothing on 

which to hold the negro, who was 
arrested at noon yesterday, two hours 
before an inquest into the murder was 
held. 
Following the inquest, held at the 
mortuary, of Awtry & Lowndes, Coro- 
ner Paul B. Donehoo announced that 
Roberts met death at “the hands of a 
person or persons unknown.” 


Roberts was killed at about 9:15 
o'clock ‘Tuesday night by a single 
charge from a shotgun fired by an un- 
known assailant just after he had 
parked his automobile in a garage in 
the rear of his apartment home at 
318 Fourth street, N. E. 

Physician Testifies. 

At the inquest, Dr. J. C. Blalock, 
county physician, who performed an | 
autopsy Wednesday night, submitted | 
his report that the shotgun charge, |

entered Roberts’ left chest, striking

“At Any Institution,’ 
Says New Command 


Sasse and Jones Last Army Men Who Will Be 
Permitted To Coach at Civilian Schools. 


By Ralph McGill. 

Army officers assigned to civilian institutions will not be permitted 
to act as football coaches in the future. ~ 

This important and far-reaching order is released in a general War 
Department order, dated December 10, and now distributed to all army 
corps areas. 

“Specifically, no officers in the future will act as football coaches 
at any institution,”’ reads a part of the order which covers the general 
R. O. T. C. activities of army officers assigned to civilian institutions. 

This has been a campaign of The Atlanta Constitution sports and edi- 
torial page. It has insisted it was unethical that army officers, drawing 
army pay from public funds, should take over the football coaching posi- 
tions at high salaries while continuing to draw salaries paid from taxes. 

However, it is learned Major Ralph, | 
Sasse, of Mississippi State, and Cap- 
tain Biff Jones, of University of Okla- 
homa, the last two appointed military 
coaches, will be permitted to continue 
with their present duties ag grid 
leaders. 

The complete order contains the pro- 
vision that in the future no officer 
may be assigned to any institution 
which does not have a branch of his 
service. In other words, an officer of 
the field artillery could not be as- 
signed to an institution not having 
an R. O. T. C. field artilelry unit.

Meanwell Questioned 3d 
Time; Rumors Say 
Policies Approved. 


MADISON, Wis., Dec. 19.—(7)\— 
Two. official. groups delved into the 
Meanwell-Spears controversy which 
has kept the University of Wisconsin 
campus in turmoil more than a week 
but a communjque of “progress” was 
the only concrete development. 

An announcement by the board of 
regents stated that the university ath- 
letic board would haye definite rec- 
ommendations to make but did not 
disclose when or what.

Meanwell, athletic director, had en- 
couraged circulation of a petition 
among ‘members of the football squad 
asking the resignation of his colleague, 
Dr. Clarence W. Spears. head coach. 

The regents during the afternoon 
called for questioning Dr. Meanwell. 
Dr. Spears, .John, Golemgeske, football 
captain-elect, Ray Hamann, former 
varsity basketball player: Jack Kell- 
ner, and Carleton Crowell, trackmen, 
and Emmett Tabat. The latter four 
were renorted to be members of Pr. 
Meanwell's fraternity, Sigma Alpha 
Epsilon. 

Their statement said only, 
ever: | 

“The regents received a report of 
progress from the athletic board pend- 
ing its recommendations at the con- 
clusion of its investigation. 
gents will further question certain 
members of the athletic staff and 
others’ that they may decide -to call.” 

The athletic board which has been 
investigating the controversy. nine 
davs. last night questioned Meanwell 
for the+third time. Rumors that it 
had given the director's administration 
a clean bill of health were unverified.

TAXES ON U.S. PLOTS 


Would Pay Local Govern- 
ment Excise on Property | 
for Resettlement. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 19.—(P)—A_ 
plan to permit taxation of federal re-. 
settlement projects by local govern-' 
ments was virtually completed today 
by administration officials. 

Assistants to Rexford G. Tugwell, 
administrator, ex- 
plained that under existing laws state 
and county authorities may not collect | 
taxes on property owned by the fed-. 
eral government. 

The resettlement plan, an official 
said, would provide that title to prop- 
erty bought for a project would be) 
deeded to some form of community or-| 
ganization, which would be subject to! 
local taxes. 

In the case of four major develop- | 
ments where homes are to be provided 
for about 5,000 families, an official | 
explained that residents would form. 
an organization which would hold title 
to the property under a long-term pur- 
chase agreement. 

Occupants Pay Rent. 

The management division of the ad- 
ministration would assist in super-| 
vision of the projects during the life 
of the purchase agreement. Occupants 


'of the homes would pay rent to the 


community organizations, and these’ 
would in turn make purchase pay- 
ments to the federal government. | 
Wherever feasible in the case of in-| 


‘dividual resettlement families moved 


onto Jand bought by the administra- | 


tion, the official said titles would be | 


vested in the residents, with payments | 


made directly to the government. Thus | 
these families and their lands, bought | 
under long-term agreements, would be | 
subject to the usual local tax laws. | 

Submarginal lands bougt. by the ad- | 
ministration for forest areas, parks) 
or game refuges, the official said, have 
not heen yielding local taxes, and in- | 
stead have been a burden on local gov- |

-ernments, It has been planned to make 


the communities as much a part of | 


each locality as possible. 


It was explained the housing proj- 
ects may increase the value of assess- | 
able property in a county considerably. | 
Cost of the four major projects has | 
been estimated at from $4,000,000 to | 
$8,000,000 each, exclusive of land. | 

The individual resettlement cases, it. 
was said, are expected to enable many | 
families to pay taxes where they have | 
been unable to do so for several years. |
